TAIL 

Fold piece in half and sew side 
seams, leaving base open.

This 
runs underneath Body, leaving 



tail end open to stuff. Stuff 
firmly, pushing stuffing up into 
nose end first, then stuff head, 
shaping as you do. Remember 
dolphins have large heads! 

Sew an eye base on either side 
of head. Push safety eyes 
through Eye base, click into 
place. Embroider eyebrows 
and mouth using black DK 
yarn. Flatten Tail end of Body 
a little. Push this part inside Tail 
fin, pin in place, add more 
stuffing if needed. Sew Tail fin 
in place. Starting at centre of 
wide end of Tail, run a 
gathering thread from centre 
to base, draw up to give shape 
to Tail, giving it a shallow v- 
shape, and secure with a few 
stitches at base. Sew seams on 
Flippers, add a little stuffing to 
give shape. Gather in tops, 
then sew to Body on either 
side. Pin Top fin in place on 
Body, pull Fin backwards as 
you do, stitch in place on 
either side. To assemble 
Glasses, sew Rims into a circle. 
Pin Lens in place on to back of 
circle, ease to fit onto Rim 
neatly. Sew in place. Sew 
Gentre of the glasses between 
two rims to form bridge of 



Glasses. Sew a side piece on 
to either side, bending ends to 
form part that would go over 
ears. Sew star buttons all 
around Rims and large gold 
star on to Centre of glasses. 
Stitch in place on head. Using 
brightly coloured yarns, 
embroider flowers in random 
areas on Body LK

T he south west of England is one of the 
largest regions in the UK, spanning six 
counties with vastly diverse 
landscapes, from sandy beaches to 
dramatic moorland. The area has several 
major cities, including Bath, Bristol, 
Salisbury and Gloucester, not to mention 
many rural towns and villages. All of these 
locations are treasure troves of crafty 
goodness. Check out our pick of shops to 
find out more. Whether you're hugging the 
coast of Dorset, Cornwall and Devon, or 
exploring Gloucestershire, Wiltshire and 
Somerset, this region has plenty to offer the 
travelling knitter. 

World of wool craft 

Britain has a rich wool heritage that reached 
all corners of the country. Some 
archaeologists have suggested that the 
Beaker people, who are thought to have 
built Stonehenge, wore woollen clothes. This 



shows that the fibre has been spun and 
woven for thousands of years. Whorls from 
handmade spindles have been found in 
Wiltshire dating back to the Iron Age. 

During the 13th century, Dunster in 
Somerset was a centre for the wool trade. 
People across the region made their living 
through spinning wool and weaving. This 
thriving industry continued into the 17th 
century, leading to the building of a fine yarn 
market hall which can still be seen today.

After the Industrial Revolution, mills 
sprung up across the south west. 
Coldharbour Mill in Uffculme, Devon, started 
spinning wool over 200 years ago. In 1862, 
the mill switched from woollen to worsted 
spinning, which meant changing from water 



to steam power. It finally ceased production 
in 1982, but reopened as a museum, 
preserving the Victorian machinery. Today, 
visitors can explore the old mill and see the 
machines in action. You can even buy your 
own traditionally spun wool from the shop.

British 

Based in Cornwall, Blacker Yarns specialises 
in British wool and stocks yarns from a wide 
range of breeds, including some rare 
varieties from the south west of England. 
Cotswold sheep are well recognised for their 
lustrous fleece, which has a natural golden 
tint. This has earned them the nickname the 
'Cotswold Lion'. The fleece has a long staple, 
which gives it a subtle sheen. 

The Portland sheep, from Dorset, has 
become one of the country's rarest breeds 
and is currently on the Rare Breeds Survival 
Trust's watch list. The yarn is really versatile

Four years after starting to knit as a hobby 
I still have to fit my knitting, blogging and 
designing around a very busy home life. 
With limited time to knit, I prefer things 
which are easy to pick-up-and-put-down, 
and can be made from relatively small 
amounts of lovely yarn. I want to enjoy 
every stitch, as knitting is my way to relax 
and create. 

My favourite knits to wear are simpler 
designs in beautiful colours. This ethos has 
been carried into my designs - simple 
shapes and stitches which are accessible 
to new knitters, but which might not be 
constructed in the most obvious way. 



For my first Let's Knit design I wanted 
something which looked simple - a 
rectangular shawl, made mostly from 
stocking stitch - but I made it really big, 
and constructed it in the round from the 
centre, to eliminate the long purl rows 
which many knitters seem to dislike. It's a 
great shawl to knit when travelling, as it's 
lightweight despite the size, and it's easy to 
remember the pattern once you get going. 
It's also very versatile, something which is 
really important to me. Most of my designs 
can be worn in numerous ways so the 
knitter is able to incorporate their own 
unique style into how they wear it.” 



JUDY'S MAGIC CAST ON 



This double-sided cast on is great for toe-up socks and other in-the-round projects 
NOTE: this cast on is used with an even number of sts 



Step 1: Hold two 
double-pointed 
needles parallel 
and, leaving a 
long tail, 
sandwich yarn 
between needles 

Step 2: Hold 
yarn in the 
'slingshot' 
position with the 
tail around your 
index finger and 
the working yarn 
around your 
thumb. The 
yarns should 
now be twisted 




Step 3: Using 
your index 
finger, wrap the 
yarn tail around 
the bottom 
needle from 
front to back 




Step 4: Using 
your thumb, 
bring the working 
yarn between the

TOP TIPS 

You can learn new techniques from the 
simplest projects! Long rows/rounds of 
stookingstitoh? Try using the Continental knitting 
style! Wrapping and turning getting boring? 

How about knitting baokwards? Or using a 
new oast-on or oast-off method? There are so 
many different ways to do things, no projeot has 
to be boring. 

Keep a basic knitting kit with your project so 
you always have what you need. I oarry a little 
ease holding a tape measure, stitoh markers, a 
penoil, darning needle, and soissors at all times. 
There's also a mini oroohet hook in there too for 
pioking up any dropped stitohes - 1 oa n't tell you 
how many times I've been thankful for it! 

Learn to understand any mistakes. As a new 

knitter I made so many mistakes! I still make 
them, but the differenoe is that I don't panio and 
get upset about them any more - 1 try to 
understand why they happened and how I oan 
fix them. It's taught me a lot about oonstruotion 
and the anatomy of stitohes and means that 
most of my mistakes oan now be fixed quite 
painlessly. 

Don't be afraid to "frog"! Life is too short to 
spend hours working on projeotsyou don't 
enjoy. If something feels 'wrong' when you're 
knitting it, you're unlikely to love it when it's 
finished. The time (and yarn!) are best used on 
other projeots, so trust your intuition and don't 
be afraid to start over and make any ohanges to 
the yarn, needles or pattern until it's right.

MY FIRST GARMENT 

With a simple stocking stitch pattern 
and a square neckline, this is the 
perfect top to get over the fear of 
knittinggarments. The most important 
thing to remember is to keep track of 
your work by investing in a simple row 
counter, and to highlight the size you 
are knitting throughout the pattern - if 
you don't want to damage your 
magazine, try photocopying! The waist 
shaping uses left and right-leaning 
decreases to ensure a neat finish, so 
pay attention to the pattern at this 
point.

THREE NEEDLE CAST-OFF 



This is an easy way of casting off two 
edges together and is often used to join 
shoulder seams. 



Step 1: place each 
set of stitches to 
be cast off on to a 
needle. Hold these 
needles parallel 
with the right 
sides (RS) together. Hold these in your left 
hand. If you're casting off using the yarn 
tail, the yarn should be conning from the 
back needle.

Step 1: wrap the yarn around the needle 
from front to back, leaving the yarn at the 
front of the work.

I 
watched them closely, nose glued 
to my tablet screen, but again, it 
was hopeless. 

An American friend to whom I 
unburdened myself (i.e. howled 
down the phone for an hour at) 
suggested that I should minimise 
the need to sew up by knitting in 
the round. "What a great idea!" I 
cried, "combining, as it does, total 
avoidance with something I can 
already competently do!" I was all 
set to go after this superb life hack, 
only to work out that a) I would still 
have to do some 
seams, and 
therefore that 
there would still 
be a problem, 
and b) that I 
would have to 
supplement my 
massive 
collection of 
straight needles 
with a lot more circular needles 
and DPNs in larger sizes, probably 
ordered from overseas and 
taking weeks to arrive. With 
this realisation, my howls down 
the phone reached such a 
crescendo that my American 
friend complained I'd perforated 
her eardrum. 

But it wasn't all bad. In order to 
shut me up, she offered to come 
over and teach me to sew up 
properly. All I have to do is to 
provide tea and biscuits, which 
sounds like a good deal. I'm feeling 
optimistic. See you on the other 
side...ofthe seam.

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While it may not be advisable to make yourself a brew 
when on deck unless waters are calm, you can still 
channel maritime pleasures on shore with this tea, 
mug and cafetiere cosy set. It uses traditional Guernsey 
5ply yarn, and features classic stripes and gansey stitch 
patterns, inspired by fishermen's jumpers.That just 
leaves the question - tea or coffee? Whatever floats 
your boat, you're sure to be left bouyed up and 
wanting moor. Anchors aweigh!

BUTTON-HULLS

The cable 
cast-on is very similar to the 
traditional two-needle 
method that many learn to 
knit with, but you simply place 
your right-hand needle 
between the stitches on your 
left-hand needle, rather than 
through the loop.

i The basics 

I ■ Never hang your knits, as they 
: will lose shape. Always fold or roll!

No more 
moths! 



Moths are naturally attracted to 
wool, so it's vital to deter them 
from your knits! Luckily, there is no 
need to invest in mothballs, which 
smell sickly and can be dangerous 
for young children or pets. Instead, 
try storing your knits with lavender. 
This natural remedy doesn’t just 
smell lovely - it also repels moths! 
Try picking up these beautifully 
embroidered lavender hearts from 
Karenza & Co for £9.50 each from 
01252 621145, www.karenza 
andco.com. Or why not knit your 
own lavender pouch to store in 
your wardrobe? Scent the stuffing 
with lavender oils, or order dried 
lavender from 01653 648008, 
www.lavenderworld.co.uk. 
Remember that if you are buying 
furniture, then cedar wood is a 
good choice - there is oil in the 
wood which kills small larvae. 



try to limit it to once a season, or 
when the garment becomes 
soiled. Sometimes, airing it 
outside to freshen it up is all you 
need to do. 

■ Always make sure that your 
knits are completely dry before 
storing them for long periods of 
time - you may even want to 
keep them in zip-lock bags to 
prevent all risk of damage! 



Co plM! 

Pilling is the name given to the 
clumps of fibre which build up on 
the surface of a knitted garment. 
The pills are caused when excess 
fibres come loose from the yarn, 
which usually happens to softer, 
more expensive materials such as 
cashmere and alpaca. Bad news 
for those of us with a taste for the 
luxurious! 

But don't panic - the problem is 
by no means permanent. The best 
way to remove the pills is to shave 
them away using an electric razor, 
as pulling them out with velcro or 
masking tape may encourage 
more fibres to come loose. 

Any electric razor will be fine, 
but you can even get clothes 
shavers specifically designed for 
the job! Pick one up for just £8

There is an art to handwashing knits, especially if they 
are made with natural fibres or use delicate lacy 
stitches. But you won’t go wrong with this simple step- 
by-step guide! 




Fill a bowl with tepid water, add one teaspoon of 
Eucalan, and mix well. Submerge the garment, and 
leave to soak for 15 minutes. If your piece contains more 
than one colour and the dye is likely to run then try 
using Dylon colour catcher sheets - you can get find 
them at most supermarkets. Check this by wetting a 
piece of white cloth and pressing against the coloured 
area to see whether the colour transfers. 




' I Do not lift the garment when wet, as this may distort 
' .the shape. Instead, tip the water out of the bowl with 
the garment still inside, and press down to release as 
much excess water as possible. Lay the piece flat on a 
towel, folding if necessary. Roll the towel with the 
garment inside, pressing down firmly. Never twist or 
wring while wet. 




Lay the garment flat on blocking mats or a towel, 
and begin pinning to measurements. Keep edges 
straight by using pins a few centimetres apart, as close 
to the edge as possible. Leave to dry naturally, and 
marvel at the difference blocking makes to your 
finished stitch pattern!

2 Insert the needle into the next 
stitch to knit as the pattern 
directs and take the yarn back 
(away from you) so it lies over the 
right needle. Then, wrap the yarn 
anticlockwise around the right 
needle and knit the stitch. 
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□ Row 1 (RS): kO (0, 1 1 0), * p1, 
kl, rep from * to end 

□ Row 2: * pi, kl, rep from * to 
last 0 (0, 1, 1, 0) St, pO (0, 1, 1, 0) 

□ Row 3: pO (0, 1, 1, 0), * kl, pi, 
rep from * to end 

□ Row 4: * kl, pi, rep from * to 
last 0 (0, 1, 1, 0) St, kO (0, 1, 1, 0) 
These four rows form patt 

□ Work in patt for a further 12 
rows, ending after a WS row 

□ Row 17 (RS): patt two sts, 
patt2tog, yrn (to make first 
buttonhole), patt to last two 
sts, patt2tog 

□ Working a further three 
buttonholes in this way to 
correspond with positions 
marked for buttons on Left 
front, cont as foils: 

NOTE: no further reference will 
be made to buttonholes 

□ Dec one st at end of 12th 
row. 40 (44, 49, 55, 60) sts 

□ Work 19 rows in patt, ending 
after a WS row 

□ Inc one st at end of next and 
foil 16th row, taking inc sts into 
patt. 42 (46, 51, 57, 62) sts 

□ Cont without shaping until 
Right front matches Back to 
beg of armhole shaping, 
ending with RS facing for 
next row 

SHAPE ARMHOLE 

□ Work one row 

□ Next row (WS): cast off four 
sts, patt to last seven sts and 
turn, leaving rem seven sts on 
a holder. 31 (35, 40, 46, 51) sts 

□ Complete to match 
Left front from beg of 
front slope shaping, 
reversing shapings 

Sleeves 

Using 4.5mm needles, cast on 
41 (41, 43, 45, 45) sts 

□ Work in patt as given for 
Back, shaping sides by inc one 
st at each end of 7th (7th, 5th, 
5th, 5th) and every foil 8th 
(8th, 6th, 6th, 6th) row to 49 
(69, 49, 55, 71) sts, then on 
every foil 10th (0, 8th, 8th, 

8th) row until there are 65 (69, 
73, 77, 81) sts, taking inc sts 
into patt 

□ Cont without shaping 
until Sleeve meas 45 (45, 

46, 47, 47) cm, ending after a 
WS row 

SHAPE TOP 

□ Cast off four sts at beg of 
next two rows. 57 (61, 65, 69, 
73) sts 

□ Dec one st at each end 



of next and foil four alt rows, 
then on foil row, ending after 
a WS row. 45 (49, 53, 57, 

61) sts 

□ Cast off 

To make up 

Block each piece and press, 
following instructions on ball 
band. Take special care to 
press edges, as this will make 
sewing up easier and neater. 
Join both shoulder seams 
using back stitch or mattress 
stitch. Mark points along front 
slopes 6cm down from 
shoulder seams 

Left collar 

Slip seven sts from Left 
front holder on to 4.5mm 
needles and rejoin yarn with 
RS facing 

□ Cont in patt as set, inc one st 
at end (attached edge) of 
second and every foil alt row 
until there are 21 sts, taking inc 
sts into patt

collar, unstretched, fits up 
Left front slope to marker, 
ending at straight 
(unattached) edge 

□ Next row: cast off six sts, 
cast on six sts, patt to end 

□ Work five rows, ending at 
outer (straight) edge 

□ Next row: patt 16 sts, w&t 

□ Work five rows, ending at 
outer (straight) edge 

□ Rep last six rows until 
collar, unstretched, fits 
up entire left front slope 
and across to centre 
back neck 

□ Cast off 

Right collar 

Slip seven sts from Right 
front holder on to 4.5mm 
needles and rejoin yarn with 
WS facing 

□ Cont in patt as set, inc one st 
at beg (attached edge) of third 
and every foil alt row until 
there are 21 sts, taking inc sts 
into patt 

□ Complete to match 

Left collar, reversing shapings 
Join cast-off edges of 
collar sections, then slip stitch 
to neck edges. Join left 
shoulder and neckband 
seams using mattress stitch. 
Join sleeves using shallow 
set-in method (see Knitwise). 
Join side seams and sew 
on buttons LK

Tension headache 



The tension square is not the 
most exciting part of any 
project but it’s one of the most 
important, particularly where 
garments are concerned. 
Ensuring you have the correct 
number of stitches and rows 
across your 10cm swatch is 
crucial to getting the right 
measurements and a good fit. 
Here’s how to do it:

■ Using the yarn and needles 
recommended in the pattern, 
cast on the number of stitches 
given in the tension square plus 
six more.

Making sure 
your stitches are not too tight 
or too loose, and working a knit 
stitch at each end of every row 
to prevent curling, work in 

SUBSTITUTION 

Substituting the specified yarn for 
a different one can be an excellent 
solution to the problem of yarn 
that’s hard to find or out of your 
price range, but you need to know 
the facts and avoid certain pitfalls! 

■ Make sure the yarn you choose 
has a tension that’s as close as 
possible to the yarn suggested for 
the pattern. It might be possible to 
correct slight variations by 
changing the needle size but too 
much difference will result in an 
odd looking fabric, so where 
possible substitute a DK weight 
yarn for another DK and so on. 

■ Give consideration to the 
content of the yarn and how this 
might affect the finished project. 
For example, a wool yarn knits 
up into a fabric that’s warm and 
light whereas cotton is cooler and 
much heavier. Information on the 
properties of individual yarns is

■ Each knitted stitch is signified 
by one complete 'V’ shape, so 
lay a ruler horizontally across 
your swatch, use marker pins 
to indicate 10cm and count the 
number of stitches, including 
half stiches.

If there are too many stitches 
your tension is too tight - 
switch to a larger set of needles 
and try again. Similarly, if there 
are too few stitches your 
knitting is too loose - try with 
smaller size needles.

■ It seems like an obvious point 
but if your project will need to be 
washed often, ensure that the 
substitute yarn is water-safe 
(also known as ‘superwash’ 
or ‘easycare’).

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Making a slip knot 





1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, 
wrap it twice around your left index and 
middle fingers, with the second loop closer to 
the base of the fingers. With the backs of the 
fingers uppermost, insert the tip of the needle 
beneath the first loop and over the second, 
and pull the second loop under the first. 




Cast on 

Casting on is the basis of all knitting. There are several different ways to do it, 
but the two-needle method shown below is often considered the simplest to master. 



2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug 
on both ends of yarn to tighten the slip 
knot around the needle. 




1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, 
pulling it taut (but not too tight). Carefully 
insert the right needle into the knot from front to 
back, passing under the left hand needle. Wrap 
the ball end of yarn anticlockwise around the 
point of the right needle.

2 Pull the loop that forms back through the 
original stitch (knot) and insert the tip of 
the left hand needle into the new stitch from 
underneath to transfer it from the right hand to 
the left hand needle. There should now be two 
stitches on the left hand needle. 




3 Repeat the above steps, knitting into 
the top stitch on the left needle and 
returning the new stitches from the right to the 
left needle until you have the required number 
of stitches. 



Knit Stitch 



Similar to the cast on method (above), the knit stitch is the staple of all 
knitting (hence the name). Shown below is the English knitting style. 




I Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
upwards and from front to back into the top 
stitch on the left needle. The right hand needle 
should sit behind the left hand one. Wrap the 
ball end of yarn anticlockwise around the tip of 
the right hand needle. 



2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of 
the wrapped yarn through the original stitch 
to create a new one on the right hand needle. 



Slide the original stitch off the left hand 
needle. Repeat from step one. You are now 
knitting! The knit stitch can be combined with 
other stitches to create hundreds of different 
stitch patterns.

'l Create a slipknot on your left hand needle,

3 Insert the right needle between the two 
stitches on the left needle and wrap the yarn 
around the needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this 
loop through to make a stitch and slip it up and 
onto the left needle. Repeat this creating a new 
loop behind the last stitch and passing it left 
needle in front of the previous one. 



I With the ball end of the yarn at the front 
(toward you) insert the tip of the right hand 
needle into the front loop of the first stitch from 
the right to left and with the right hand needle 
in front of the left hand needle. Wrap the ball 
end of the yarn anticlockwise around the right 
hand needle. 




2 Draw the needle backwards and 
upwards, forming a new stitch on the 
right hand needle. 




3 Once the new stitch has been formed on the 
right hand needle you can let the loop from 
the left needle slide off the end. Repeat until all 
the stitches have been purled and you have 
complete the row.

Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive 
this. It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the 
stitches on the needle. Hold the two needles 
with the remaining stitches parallel. The loose 
end of yarn should be coming from the back 
needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and 
insert it purlwise into the first stitch on the 
needle closest to you. Pull the yarn through but 
leave the stitch on the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2, 
repeat steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have 
been grafted. Insert the tapestry needle 
knitwise into the first stitch on the front needle 
and slide the stitch off. Before you pull the yarn 
through this stitch insert the tapestry needle 
into the next stitch on the front needle purlwise 
and pull the yarn through, this time leaving the 
stitch on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the 
first stitch on the back needle and 
slide it off. Before pulling the yarn through this 
stitch, insert the tapestry needle into the next 
stitch on the back needle knitwise and pull the 
yarn through, leaving the stitch on the needle.

At a loose end? 



Follow these steps for sewing in any loose ends: 

1 Thread the yarn onto a tapestry needle and work 
with the WS of the knit facing upwards. 

2 Insert the needle under the loop of each stitch, and 
draw it through. Work it up and down the loops of the 
stitches for 8cm. 

3 Cut the yarn close to the fabric. 

4 If you are weaving at a colour change, be sure to 
work the loose end into the corresponding coiour to 
prevent it from being visibie at the front of the work. 



Finish your project like a pro 

On the blocks 



Blocking is the process of stretchingand shaping 
your finished items to create the correct 
dimensions from the pattern. It is also really 
useful for ensuring that pieces to be joined fit well 
together. There are a few different ways to 
achieve this, so check the information on the yarn 
ball band and pick the most suitable option. 

Wet blocking 

Dampen the pieces so that they are wet through 
and gently push out excess water. Spread the 
sections out on a towel to air dry. Use a tape 
measure to ensure each part is the correct 
dimensions to that of the pattern and pin into 
the required shape. 

For a more gentle option, try pinning it in place 
and lightly spritzing with a water spray. This is ideal 



for really delicate materials like cashmere 
which can be damaged by too much water. 

Steam iron blocking 

Place a dampened cloth on top of 
the separate sections of your 
knitting. Workgently over this 
with a very hot iron, be 
careful not to let the iron 
come into direct contact 
with the knitting as it can 
damage the work. Continue 
to press the work until the 
cloth is dry and the knitted fibres 
have been loosened by the steam. Then, 
pin the pieces to the desired shape and 
measurements and leave to set. 



Backstitch 
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Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right 
sides together. Thread the loose end of yarn 
onto a tapestry needle. Start by stitching the 
two outer edges together, then bring the 
needle through the two pieces 1cm from 
back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 



2 Push the needle back through at the 

position where the yarn emerged from the 
previous stitch. Return it to the front of the 
work, approx 1cm ahead of the stitch just made. 
Repeat this until the whole join is complete, 
working in a straight line. 
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Joining cast off edges 




I Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up 
and with the cast off edges touching. Thread 
a tapestry needle with the loose yarn and push 
this through the centre of the first stitch, and 
then in and out through the centres of two 
stitches on the opposite side. 



Beginning a seann 




I With the pieces placed next to each other with 
right side upwards, thread the yarn tail through 
the fabric after the first stitch, moving the needle 
from front to back. Then, take the needle behind 
the first stitch on the second piece from the back 
of the work to the front. The yarn will form a 
figure 8. Tug gently to secure. 




2 Take the needle over to the first side 
and insert where it previously exited, 
bringing it out through the centre of the 
next stitch. Repeat this process alternating 
sides and stitching single stitches until the 
pieces are joined. 

Mattress Stitch 




I With the two pieces to be joined lying next to 
each other, hook the horizontal bar of the first 
stitch with the tapestry needle. Move to the 
other piece and hook the first horizontal bar of 
the stitch on that side. 

2 Repeat this moving from one piece to the 
next and pulling the yarn to tighten the join.

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I'm attracted to

We catch up with Franklin Habit to talk 
knitting nnemoirs and yarn delights. 



A n avid knitter since his university years, Franklin Habit has taken his hobby 
and transformed it into a career path. He spends his days teaching knitting 
techniques, designing new projects, writing and illustrating his series of books; 
It Itches: A Stash of Knitting Cartoons, and even photographing - yes, you guessed it; 
knitting. As the founder of The Panopticon blog, Franklin has established himself as a 
funny and passionate knitter, who doesn't take himself too seriously. 




I like to knit any place it saves my sanity - 
waiting in long lines, waiting at airports, 
waiting for important news. 

Anywhere I'm waiting, come to think of it. 
I'm attracted to complexity, anything with 
frequent changes - cables, lace, stranded 
colourwork captures my attention.

I picked up the rudiments of knitting in my 
final year of university from a classmate, 
and taught myself the rest from an 
absolutely dreadful how-to 
book. I knit 
continental-style 
because the 
book's instructions 
for English-style 
were wrong. I still 
have three yards of 
the first yarn I ever 
bought - nasty stuff 
in dull blue, to 
remind me of how 
terrified I was 
to walk into a 
yarn shop. 

I don't think men's 
reasons for knitting 
are any different from 
women's - it certainly hasn't 
been my experience, 
and I have met literally 
thousands of knitters. Some 
people knit for pleasure, 
some for a challenge, some 
for stress relief, some for 
practical reasons. Gender 
has nothing to do with it. 

Men are still a minority, yes; 
but at least at the shops, 
guilds, and fibre arts events 




where I teach it no longer seems to be 
much of a surprise. I think that's a good 
thing. I think being a man may catch their 
interest at first, but if your stuff is junk you 
won't get a second look. Nor should you. 

I think we live in a Golden Age of yarns. The 
variety of fibres, weights, and colours 
available now is dazzling and hasn't been 
seen before. Large and small producers are 
constantly looking for new ways to delight 
and serve us, and we are very 
lucky indeed. I admit I have 
dreadfully monotonous taste in 
yarns - I like the sort that 
doesn't call attention to itself 
with odd textures or weird 
variegations. Give me a nice 
worsted-spun wool and I'll 
amuse myself until I 
die or the rescue 
party reaches the 
desert island. 

I'd like to knit a sweater 
for Odysseus because in 
the illustrations in my 
edition of The Odyssey 
he looks very chilly. Also, 
maybe a pair of socks for 
Virginia Woolf. She was always 
knitting them for other people 
but nobody seems to have knit 
for her. Maybe it would have 

helped. And her writing 
has given me so much 
pleasure, it'd be fair dues. 

I'm currently finishing the 
last in a series of lace shawls 
inspired by women in my 
family. It's dedicated to a 
dear, late aunt who was like a 
second mother to me. I a Iso 
have all the yarns and the 
pattern designed for a 
waistcoat for myself, in 14 
colours of Rauma 
Finullgarn. A glance at the 
calendar suggests I will be 
able to cast on in 2037.

Lovely 
squishy warm stuff. Rustic. I have it 
marked for an upcoming design.
